General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES: 

During  July  the  Council  made_  arrangements  to  adopt  the 
improved  facilities  offered  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratories,  Northallerton,  in  respect  of  diagnosis  of  pathological 
specimens,  at  a  fixed  charge  based  on  the  average  expenditure  of 
previous  years  for  this  service, 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES: 

The  whole  of  the  District  possesses  ambulance  facilities. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  (Great  Ayton  Division) 
serves  the  greater  part  of'  the  District,  and  the  Council  now  makes 
c.n  annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Division. 


An  agreement  is  made  with  the  Stockton  Corporation  whereby 
the  Parish  of  Yarm  has  the  use  of  the  Corporation  ambulance  for 
purposes  other  than  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  District  are 
removed  by  the  ambulance  of  the  Middlesbrough  Corporation  to 
the  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital,  Middlesbrough,

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  (i)  WATER. 

\ 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes,  which  now  supply  19  parishes, 
have  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Close  attention 
has  been  paid  to  any  action  on  lead.  Samples  have  been  taken 
regularly  and  the  analyst's  reports  during  the  year  have  been 
sat  isf  ac  t  ory. 

Chlorination:-  All  water  is  chlorinated.  A  Wallace 
and  Tiernan  Constant  Plow  Hypochlorinat or  is  connected  to  the 
mains  on  both  the  Turkey  Nab  and  Scugdale  systems  below  the 
reservoir  and  above  all  connections. 

These  machines  have  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
and  tests  are  regularly  carried  out  to  ensure  that  there  is  no 
excess  chlorine  in  the  domestic  supply. 

During  July  grave  concern  was  felt  owing  to  the  exceptionally 
low  yield  of  the  springs.  Both  schemes  were  affected  and  for  two 
weeks  the  consumption  exceeded  the  yield  and  The  storage  reservoirs 
were  emptied. 

The  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  were  consulted,  and  by  arrange¬ 
ments  with  them  we  were  able  to  serve  part  of  the  area. 

With  careful  conservation  this  arrangement  enabled  us  to 
raise  the  level  in  our  reservoirs  during  the  night  . 

Resulting  from  this  shortage  a  scheme  is  in  course  of 
preparation  for  increasing  the  supply  by  introducing  additional 
springs  and  also  for  improving  and  increasing  storage  and 
dist  ribution. 

Details  of  all  supplies  of  water  in  the  Council's  area  are 
appended  hereto.

The  Dennis  Vehicle  collects  in  the  Parishes  of  Great  Ay ton, 
Hemlington,  Mart  on,  Nunthorpe,  Ormesby  and  Stainton,  and,  from 
the  aforementioned  figures,  travels  an  average  of  9 <>33  miles 
per  load  . 

The  Bantam  Vehicle  collects  in  the  Parishes  of  Carlton, 
Hutton  Rudby,  Ingleby  Arncliffe,  Stokesley,  Whorlton  and  Yarm. 
This  district  is  more  rural  in  character,  with  greater  distances 
between  villages,  and  thus  reouires  longer  leads  to  the  tip  for 
disposal  and,  from  the  aforementioned  figures,  travels  an  average 
of  19*15  miles  per  load. 

Based  on  these  figures,  an  average  of  439  premises  are 
visited  daily. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip, 
Quarry  Perm,  Nunthorpe*  This  is  a  disused  Whinstone  Quarry. 

The  tip  is  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  no  complaints 
of  nuisance  have  been  received. 

(  iii )  SALVAGE : 

Salvage  collection  during  the  year  was  very  successful. 

The  organisation,  with  Salvage  Stewards  in  every  village  has 
worked  very  well,  and  it  was  due  to  -their  efforts  that  the 
special  drive  for  paper  in  the  summer  yielded  such  a  large  and 
valuable  amount  of  material.

(a)  MILK  SUP  LY: 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  there  are  648  Registered 
Producers  in  the  area« 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936,  the 
North  Riding  County  Council  issued  the  following  licences  in 
respect  of  milk  produced  in  the  Stokes  ley  Rural  District  :

The  District  Council  have  not  issued  any  licences  under 
this  Order. 

The  Milk  Testing  and  Advisoiy  Scheme  has  been  operated  by  the 
North  Riding  War  Agricultural  Committee  during  the  year. 

The  practice  of  advising  the  District  Council  of  adverse 
reports  on  samples  of  milk  produced  in  the  area  was  discontinued. 

One  report  was  received  of  a  producer  whose  milk  showed 
continuous  adverse  reports.  The  premises  were  visited  and  notice 
served  in  respect  of  contravention  of  the  Order. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  POODS: 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Meat  Distribution  Scheme  by  the 
Ministry  of  Pood,  slaughtering  has  ceased  within  the  area,  all  meat 
supplied  to  butchers  in  the  area  being  drawn  from  the  Distributing 
Centre  at  Middlesbrough  and  the  local  butchers  distributing  from 
one  centre. 

The  only  inspections  of  slaughter  in  the  area  have  been 
emergency  cases  and  where  the  carcase  lias  been  found  fit  for  food 
it  has  been  sent  to  the  Distributing  Centre  for  disposal.
